Messages Too Faint to Un- 
derstand Ship Station 
Reports

Captain Jreger, of the SS. Inger- 
trade, reported that he had intercepted 
the signal which were too weak to 
understand The dispatch to Copen-

Although prior to this no wireless 


messages had been received from the 
Nautilus since Saturaay morning, Lady 
Wilkins, wife of Sir Hubert Wilkins, 
commander of the expedition, said 
Wednesday night: “T am not unduly 
worried.
